Almost every ding that nn avearge 


man or woman eats or wears, nearly 
every necessity of life has been put 
under a taiiff which is expected to 
materially Increase the domestic de- 
mand for the article, while providing 
ft with ample protection from us for- 
eign equivalent. 


While conceding that the bill would 


cause living costs to soar in some in- 
stances to even worid war levels, ad- 
ministration offices claim the general 
effect of lhe tariff wall will be bene- 
ficial to the country a-s a whole and 
will maintain product'on and wages 
at sut'n a high standard as to jusify 
whatever high prices might ensue. 


The Democrats arc planning to make 


political capital out of this as well 
as other features of the Mil but the 
administration leaders profess confi- 
dence to m;:stor vote^ enough to push 
it thru both the senate and !:ousc. 


Guesses vary as to how long it will

ity would not only be autocratic but 
would ve'-t absolute control of neces- 
saries of life in the hands of the execu- 
tive while depriving congress of its 
constitutional rights. 


I'nder the bill the president is given 


authority to increase any rate of duty 
fifty per cent in excess of that provid- 
ed by tl-e measure whenever found, 
presumably by the federal tariff com- 
mission, that the foreign product in- 
volved was underselling its domestic 
equivalent in the American market. 


The president would also have au- 


thority to switch the foreign valua- 
tion of an imported 
article to 
its 


American wholesale selling price, and 
then to increase or decrease by fifty 
per cent the rates flxefl by the bill 
should he find that the foreign valua- 
tion tariff was not sufficient to pro- 
tect American industry.

take articles from the

Justified his doing so. but to shut out 
altogether foreign products wherever 
he discovered they were being dump- 
ed on the American market.

feature of the bill which is new -to 
tariff legislation and which 
due to 


post war 
conditions 
at home 
and 


abroad, is the protection given to in- 
fant industries, which like 
that of 


cl-emicals and dye stuffs sprang up 
during the world war. 


The chemicals and dye provision of 


the bill is in effect an embargo of a 
year on chemicals and d\e stuffs, par- 
ticularly those of German 
manufac-

The Civil Service Scandal 


rpHE Bureau of Engraving scandal at Washington does not 
X smell more sweetly with the passage of time. 
The Presi- 


dent and his cabinet have preserved a silence which is em- 
phatically not discreet, while "hard-boiled" politicians of sec-| 
ond cabinet rank have been giving out interviews which are dis- 
quieting to all concerned with efficiency in government and 
merit in office. The latest of these enemies of civil service is 
First Assistant 'Postmaster General John H. Bartlett, whose 
opinions were circulated Sunday as a part of the official pub- 
licity of the postal department. 


Mr. Bartlett endeavors, not very cleverly, to parade as a 


friend of civil service while he attacks the fundamentals of the 
principle. He would remove from the merit law "all those high- 
er officials to whom must be intrusted administrative policies 
and executive discretion." The present law does just that, as 
Mr. Bartlett well knows, and if the politicians who are culpable 
for the raids which have been made upon the civil service want- 
ed no more, President Harding would not be embarrassed to ex- 
plain the hitherto unjustifiable dismissals at the Bureau of En- 
graving. The fact is, as Elmer Dover, the assistant secretary of 
the treasury, unwisely admitted, an effort is being made to 
"Hardingize" the civil service. The President might well resent 
the term which Mr. Dover pinned upon him. 
The American 


people will certainly resent the fact. 


Spoils politics is. of course, practised by the indiscreet 


leaders of both parties. If Mr. Harding, however, wants to 
know what the country thinks of it he will have only to recall 
the furore which Mr. Bryan's appeal in behalf of '"'deserving 
Democrats" created.

Tlien, if 
It Is not satisfactory, they win throw It 
back In thn pllo and try another until 
entire satisfaction nns been obtained.

i—r-iHOUGH modern 
canneries have 


1 learned to put up asparagus after 


the most perfect methods, and most 


of us enjoy canned asparagus occasion- 
ally, through the winter, it is always 
a. pleasure to welcome the return of the 
fresh-looking, toothsome bundles to our 
markets. As the vegetable- is perhaps 
most generally used boiled, and served 
on toast with some sort of a sauce, let 
us consider this method of cookery first. 
The early crop Is always a bit of a lux- 
ury In price, so wn should plan to make 
the most of each bunch purchased. 


The green-tipped bunches are always 


cut with longer stalks and quite a piece 
of each stalk is wasted. Now. instead 
of wasting it, cut the bundles, after 
freshly tying them about halfway down. 
Then the upper half may be cooked as 
usual, while the bottom Is trimmed, 
scraped and washed, then cut Into small 
pieces. Cover the pieces with a quart of 
water, add a sliced onion and some cel- 
ery tops, then boll until the ends are 
lender, drain and use the liquid as the 
foundation of an asparagus cream soup. 
In this way. two dishes are made from 
one bundle, which Is a great saving. 


The portion for boiling should be tied 


in bundles for Individual service. These 
may be boiled in a rack, or, better still, 
standing on end In a small, round recep- 
tacle, so that the tips steam while the 
stalks boil tender. If the asparagus is 
Intended for salad or any fancy dish, 
this Is an excellent way to handle K. 
The large, white stalks are tender far- 
ther down than tho green, so there Is 
not as much stalk, usually, for soup ma- 
terial, hut still there Is usually enough 
for the flavor. 


Asparagus With Egg Sauce. 


Boll the asparagus as directed, then 


drain it and arrange on a hot dish over 
toasted bread. Put In an enamel pitcher 
the yolks of two eggs, an ounce of but- 


] ter, pepper, salt, the Juice of half a 
lemon and half an onion, turn In .1 nil! 
of cream, set the pitcher In boiling 
water, and whip with an egc-beatcr 
until the sauce Is rich and creamy and 
hot. 


Asparagus Fritters. 


Cut the heads from a bnnch of aspara- 


gus and boil until tender, but not soft. 
Make a good fritter batter and add the 
drained and cooled tips. 
Season the 


batter with pepper, salt and a little 
sugar. If liked, a quarter of a cupful 
of chopped nutmeats may be added. Fry 
the fritters In deep fat. drain and serve 
in a napkin garnished with parsley and 
lemon quarters. 
Serve tartar or any 


other sauce liked with the 
fritters. 


Melted butter, carefully skimmed and 
poured off the aediment. with a few 
chopped mint leaves In It. makes an ex- 
cellent sauce for the fritters. 


Tlmbale of Asparagus. 


Boll a bunch of asparagus In the usual 


way after cutting off the tough ends of 
the stalks, drain and cool. 
Into the 


water where the slalka are boiling put 
a few pieces of celery and a sliced onion. 
When boiled, strain through a fine sieve 
enough to make two cupfuls. Turn the 
amount back into tho saucepan and odd 
a heaping tablenpoonful of gelatine dis- 
solved In a little water. Arrange the 
tips around tho edges of the wet tlmbale 
mould, cut peppers and hard-bol'c<I eggs 
In fancy shapes, and decorate the mould, 
and when cold strain tho liquid, add a 
few tips to it, and turn It into th» 
mould. Set to chill. When ready, un- 
mould on lettuce leaves, garnish with

What Myelitis Is 


and How It Is Now Treated

OU will recall that the backbone is made up of n 
series of separate bones called vertebrae. 


In the middle of each of these bones is a hole, so 


that the backbone presents a continuous hollow tube or 
tunnel. In this bony canal, protected from the prob- 
ability of injury, in the spinal cord. Next to the brain, 
this precious tissue ranks highest in value of all our 
many parts. 


Unfortunately for the human family, no portion of 


the body is free from the danger of disease. So the 
spinal cord may be the scat of inflammation. 


This inflammation is called "myelitis." 
As in the brain, in the spinal cord are two kinds 


of tissue—jrray matter and white matter.

If the gray matter is inflamed, the disease is called polio-myelitis.

In a fa- 
vorable ca.se Improvement Is noted, and 
ifter several months recovery may be 
complete.

sensation Is a good sign. 


Rest in bed is an essential part of the 


treatment.
